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THE REAL DANGER OF THE WAR. 
We have never felt the slightest misgiving as to the power of 
England and France to conduct the war to a brilliantly triamph- 
ant and permanently successful issue, whatever might be the 
part ultimately taken by Prussia and Austria. If the great 
German States side with us loyally and earnestly, the retreat of 
the Russian army is cug off; it will be hemmed in on all sides 
by forces vastly superior in numbers and appointments and in- 


comparably better placed ; and its only alternatives will be utter 
destruction or a surrender at discretion. Such a defeat as would 
etisue in that case, and such marked inferiority on the part of 
Russia as would then be manifest, would probably entail two 
other results, both of them of the utmost consequence with respect 
to the future ‘pesce and freedom ‘of Europe—viz., the adhesion 
of Sweden and Persia to the common cause. The adhesion of 
Sweden would enable us to restore Finland to its original owner, 
and thus cripple Russia more than any other single conquest ; for 
the coast of Finland commands the entrance to St Petersburg. 
The bona fide aid and sincere behaviour of Prussia might also 
end in the abstraction of the Livonian Provinces from Russia, 
\| and their restoretion to their German relatives, and thus the 
}| Southern as well the Northern shore of the Gulf of Finland 
would be handed over to the rivals of Nieholas. At the other 
extremity <f the Empire, the adhesion of Persiato the Allied 
Powers, which would certainly follow any decided and unmis- 
takeable disaster to Russian arms (and might probably even now 
be enforced by the vigorous action of English force or English 
diplomacy in the Pe Gulf), would entail the loss of Georgia 
}| and the establishment there and in the Caucasus of such a per- 
|| manent barrier against Russian encroachment towards the East 

as would set our minds at,rest — centuries with regard to the 

a of our Indian Empire. 

j “Tn other hand, Austria and Prossia should ultimately 
|| turn against us and embrace the cause of their fellow-despot, the 
i| war would indeed be longer, severer, more extensive, and alto- 

gether altered in its character and in its localities, but if we were 
fesolute and hearty, our ultimate success would still be certain, 


| and probably even more signal and beneficent. Its issue then would 
| not be the rescue of Turkey, but the emancipation of 
| Hungary, , Germany, and bly Poland—not merely the 
defeat of in one quarter, but its total and final discom- 
fiture Europe—not merely the prevention of one me- 
ditated but the redress of the accumulated wrongs of 
many in many lands. The war in that case might 
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be protracted, obstinate, and bloody ; but the peace which fol- 
lowed it would probably endure for centuries, because it would 
be founded not on artificial but on nataral arrangements, because 
it respected both the affinities of nations and the rights of indi- 

vidual men. Our succees would be certain, not only because our 

power would be great and our cause just, but because we should 

find ourselves supported by allies immeasurably mightier than 

even Austria and Prussia—by the Poles, fighting for an extin- 

guished nationality—by the Hungarians, fighting for a trampled 

constitution, hallowed to their affections by the traditions of 
centuries—by the Italians, fighting for a freedom which they have 
never yet conquered (because the odds against them were too 

great), but for which they have never ceased to sigh and strive— 

by the insurgent Germans, fighting for the liberal institutions 
which had been always promised to them in the hour of danger 
and always withheld from them in the day of victory. We should 
find ourselves allied with and strengthed by every aspiration and 
every affection which can stimulate men to effort, or harden them 
to endure privation, or nerve them to face danger, or elevate 

them to make sacrifices—with that love of liberty, of justice, of 
civilisation, of sacred homes, of unviolated sanctities, which of 
all human passions is at once the strongest and the noblest. In 
such a case our triumph could not fail to be as brilliant as it 
would be beneficent,-~if only we are conscious of the grandeur of 
our mission, and willing to bend all our energies to its perform- 
ance—if only we cast aside all arrire-pensées, and had no faith- 
less or pusillanimous terror of tue consequences of our own 
success. 

Our greatest dificulty would be in the case—still it would seem 
far from improbable,—of Austria maintaining a strict neutrality 
—suflicient just to tie our hands and those of Russia from under- 
taking any active operations against her—sufficient just to pre- 
vent Russia from countenancing an Hungarian and France an 
Italian insurrection—snfficient just to hamper, if not to paralyse 
both belligerents ;— and of Prussia backing her, as she would do, 
in this selfish policy. Even then, however, if we are true to 
ourselves, we need feel no apprehension as to the result. It may 
require more strenuous and prolonged efforts, and the despatch of 
larger forces on our part, to bring our enemy to terms, but to the 
strength of the Western Powers, serious/y and resolutely put forth, 
we do not believe that Russia can offer any very effectual resist- 
ance. We believe itis in our power to take the Crimea, to 
re-open the Danube, to detach Georgia, probably even to drive 
our foes back across the Pruth. We are sure it is in our power 
to keep the entire command of the Euxine, to destroy every 
Russian ship that ventures out into the open sea, aad permanently 
to blockade the Gulf of Finland ;—and we conceive it impossible 
for Nicholas long to hold out against such energetic measures. 
Oar real and only danger comes from ourselyves—not from our 
enemies,. If success is doubtful, its dubiosity can only arise from 
our not being sufficiently in earnest—from a spirit of compromise 
still lingering m oar council chambers—from our anxiety rather 
to have a short war than an effective one—from thinking of a 
speedy peace rather than an enduring one. We do net say that 
such is the case: we only say that we fear no other danger, and 
entertain no other misgiving. 


The point on which we desire to warn the country to be on its 
guard is this. We are at present bound up with allies whose 
feelings and ultimate views are notorious by different from our owz, 
and we have Ministers who, though they have acted throughout 
with spirit, dignity, and consistency, are warm friends of peace 
and order, and are deeply impressed with the grave and sad 
responsibilities of their position and their crisis. Prussia, we 
know, is decidedly friendly to Nicholas, and would willingly 
patch up a peace on any terms, Austria is anxious, no doubt, to 
be relieved from the iacubus of Russian preponderance, cannot 
consent to the permanent occupation of the Principalities, and 
would be glad if the navigation of the Danube were re-opened, 
though she has so long tamely acquiesced in its being silted up.

JAPAN ENTERING THE COMMERCIAL ‘WORLD. 


WE stated on Jan 28th that the spreading of Europeans over 
the Islands of the Pacific must soon lead to sprains saute. 0 te 
trade of the world. We were not then aware how near was the 
period for that country to enter cordially into the ecient 
of commerce. On the last day of ‘apuecy Americao 
squadron destined to negotiate with J ft,Leo. Choo. They 
were followed on the 7th of Robeeny Geog aa 
on the 12th the whole fleet anchored in the Bay of Yed6é (Jeddo), 
passing Uraga, where the interview between the American com- 
mander and the Japanese took place last year, No interruption was 
offered to the v s, though forts were observed ; and on the 13th 
Japanese officers visited the ships, and stated that in a few days 
a special high officer would be sent from Yedé to arrange every- 
thing in a “* courteous, frank, and friendly manner.” They wished 
the ships, however, to return to Uraga, where the Emperor 
desired the meeting might be held, but as the anchorage there 
was considered unsafe, the Americans declined to compiy. . This 
preliminary negociation was conducted with such good humour, 
that it ended in merriment on Captain Adams, the American 

negotiator, suggesting that instead of going back to Uraga, a more 
{ ral and convenient anchorage might perhaps be found near 

On the 14th the Japanese officials again visited the Commo- 
dore’s ships, and renewed with urgency the application to return 
to Uraga; but, finding the Americans firm, gracefully left it to the 
Commodore to. select.a place for the interview. They offered 
supplies of provisions and water, but, except water, were informed 
that nothing was required. The Commodore then despatched 
Captain Adams in the Vandalia to Uraga to meet the Governor 
of the province, who the Captain, if the Commodore 
would come there, the whole business would be completed before 
the “ going down of the sun.” N the Commo- 
dore to depart from his own plan, he selected Yokohama, 
near to her anchorage, about twenty miles from ise and about 
ten from Yedd, as the place for interview. These prelimi- 
naries were nos settled till February 25th, when it was finally 
arranged that the meeting between the Em "s. high officers 
and the Commodore should be held w he proposed. 
Throughout these negotiations the Japanese showed none of the 
captiousness and arrogance usually attributed to. them, but as 
much forbearance and courtesy with the strangers as the most 
graceful ot European diplomatists exhibit towards each other. 

The arrangements for the interview were not leted till 
March 8th, and in this interval the festivities occ: _ between

“The floor was covered with white mats, about three feet long

“bragiers placed on beautiful Japan stands. e pillars sup- 
“ porting the erection were ornamented with purple crape, and 
“the walls were mchly adorned with paintings of birds and 
“ flowers. The hall was situated about 500 yards from the land- 
“'ing-place, and was commanded by the ships, which lay with 
“their broadsides to it.” From the shore to the hall a screen 
was erected, so as to exclude the Japanese public from all view of 
; but, before landing, Commodore Perry, with good 
tact we think, requested the screen to be removed; and the 
deference shown to him induced the Japanese authorities to com- 
On the 8th March_—henceforth a memorable day in the history of 
Japan, and, of civilisation—the interview between the 
American and Japanese negociators took place in this hall. 
Twenty-nine boats of the squadron, manned with armed seamen, 
conveyed the marines on shore; and abont noon Commodore 
Perry accompanied by his suite, landed, according to our authority, 
Under a salute of 17 guns from: the Macedonian, the men in the boats 
standing. up, and the officers on chore being uncovered. The procession then

The Commissioners first euggested Nangasaki, and next Uraga, but 
on both being objected to, a spot near the place of meeting was fixed upon, 
Before the funeral took place the Japanese officials came on board to view the 
body, for which purpose the coffin was opened; and after the burial one of 
them remarked that, according to the inscription on the lid, the man was a 
native of Ireland, not of America; but the explanation that followed proved 
quite satisfactory. Ia the course of the arrangements for the funeral the pra- 
dence of President Fillmore’s and Secretary Webster's aveurance on the 
subject of religion was shown. The Japanese said they had observed it with 
plearure—and quite understood the distinction between Protestants and Roman 
Catholics. 

The funeral, which is thus described, must have been intemsély 
interesting to the Japanese :— 

Two boats left the ship; one containing the officers, and the other the body 
and escort. Upon reaching the shore the party was met by several Japanese 
officials, ready to conduct them to the grave. The escort landed first, and 
received the body with the usual honours. The little procession was then 
formed ; first the escort, followed by the music (drum and fife); next the body 
borne on the shoulders ufsfour messmates; and then the chaplain with the 
other officers, and a few sailors from the boate bringing up the rear: In this 
order, with the music playing a Dead March, the party moved to the graye, 
winding through the streets of a village a distance of nearly halfa mile. On 
either eide of the road, and on the surrounding hille, at the foot of one of 
which the grave had been made, thousands of people, men, women, and children 
could be seen, all manifesting eager curiosity to witness a sight eo entirely 
novel in their land, The ochureh burial service ended, the escort fired three 
volleys over the grave. I had expected that on this there would have been 
some commotion among the crowd, but 1 noticed only, at the first discharge, 
that for a moment there was a slight movement as of surprise, and then all 
were again quiet and attentive observers. Having now committed to the 
earth, with all due honomr, the remains of our deceased shipmate, the procet- 
sion was re-formed, and with music to the front, again passed through the 
village aud the thousands of epectators to our boats on the beach. Here we 
took leave of the officials, who throughout the entire ceremony had condneted 
themselves with great propriety, und extended to us every civility. 

Before the interview broke up, the Commodore mentioned that he proposed 
to give his officers lexve to go on shore for recreation. To thié no great objee- 
tion was made, and we believe that within a few days afterwards several of 
the officers were taking exercise on shore. The Rev. Mr Bittinger, the chap- 
lain, made several excursions among the villages and corn fields, which last he 
found in high cultivation. The houees were generally thatched, but those of 
the better sort were covered with tiles, having yards and emall gardens «within 
enclosures. The following day, the same gentleman, finding the people neither 
unfriendly nor indisposed to receive him, and having obtained leave to goon 
shore, determined to visit two large cities some miles off, culled Kanagawa and 
Ka-accs, and with that view, crossed an arm of the buy, which shortened the 
distance by several miler. He then proceeded through Kanagawa, empposed 
to contain from one to two hundred thousand inhabitants; and from the 
immense crowds that poured out everywhere to see the stranger, there oan be 
no doubt of the population being very great. The crowds, however, caused no 
inconvenience or impediment, for on a wave of the hand from the Japanese 
officials who accompanied Mr Bittinger, the people cleared a passage ; and after- 
wards, a messenger having been sent forward for the purpose, the peopte 
packed themeelves at the sides of the houses, and left the centre of the streets 
clear for the stranger. He entered some of the houses, which he found pri- 
mitive in their furniture and arrangements, but, compared with other Oriental 
dwellings of the same class, neat, clean, and comfortable, Is some of them 
he observed clocks of Japanese manufacture. He also visited several 
temples, which, though emailer than in China, have more gilding on 
their walls, and ornaments on their idols, anf generally are in better 
order. The priests as well as the people were distinguished for their 
courtesy. The cities thus visited were not only very extensive (estimated 
to be six miles long), but with wide, well-formed streets, Kasacca is from 
fifteen to twenty miles distant by land from the ships; and Mr Bittinger 
being thus necessarily long absent, some anxiety was felt about.him. As he 
was returning, a Japanese officer put into his hands au order from the Commo- 
dore for all offiers to return on board, and shortly afterwards, a courier 
mounted on a eplendid black horse, delivered a similar despatoh, and 

it was understood and acted on, turned round, and galioped back again 
to the approach of the American officer, who concluded his journey 
by toreb-light, and found on his arrival that everything that bad occurred 
had been noted, even to the number of buttons on his coat reoorded.

This corps will be ones of four regiments of infantry and two 
batteries of artillery. h regiment will comprise three battalions 
of about 800 men. Adding the force for the batteries, there will be a 
total of about 10,000 men, 400 horse, and 12 pieces of cannon. The Bey 
has informed the Consuls of France and England of this resolution,” 

The letters from Constantinople do little more than confirm the 
intelligence already known of the evacuation by the Russians of the 
forts of Anapa, Redout-Kaleh, Usurguet (with the previous destruc- 
tida of those towns), &*. Several Russian vessels, filled with soldiers, 
lieve been captured off the coast of Circassia; and we understand 
that Kuffa, in the Crimea, has been bombarded. 

Letters from Copenhagen, under date May 28, bring the intelli- 
gence that three steam-frigatee of the British fleet had destroyed 
the outworks of ihe fortress of H ' The English had three men 
kilved and some wounded. The Russian loss was considerable.
